He argued that the Bible is a 
"text of equally sectarian sod 
secular benefit" and that when 
used within the confines of the 
procedure set forth In the law, 
"the resulting Instruction Is sec- 
ular In scope." 

He said that the course of In- 
struction as outlined by the law 
Is not. as a matter of law or 
necessary Inference "an essential 
ly religious service."

A person 
need on ly to glanc e at the c ases to fin d 
if least one reason for alarm. 



In a big majority of Idaho bankrupt- 
cies, the person's liabilities are less than 
the price of a new car. It's quite common 
to glance down the list of bankruptcy 
cases and find persons petitioning for 
bankruptcy on the basis of liabilities or 
no more than $2,000. Some are even less. 
Mr. Boyd may see no cause for alarm 
in such practices, but citizens may feel 
otherwise, particularly if they believe an 
individual should pay his legal obliga- 
tions. 

There are cases where a person can 
become so burdened with debt it's just 
not feasible to pay. Although not con- 
doned, It's possible to understand such 
circumstances. It's even possible to un- 
derstand when a person uses credit too 
liberally in an effort to become estab- 
lished, then takes the bankruptcy route 
when the attempt fails. 
- An evolution in public opinion has 
changed the, attitude toward the bank- 
rupt. No longer is the bankrupt regarded 
as something of an outcast. Perhaps the 
new attitude is better because the bank- 
rupt is only following a course outlined 
by law. 

.In one respect some of Mr. Boyd's re- 
marks should attrstet attention from ev- 
eryone. He said credit managers are 
faced with trouble from those who en- 
courage fresh indebtedness by the person 
who is fresh out of bankruptcy court. 
Although there should be no particular 
stigma attached to bankruptcy, never r 
theless those who are vitally concerned, 
with credit buying should not tempt a 
bankrupt person unduly. It also should 
behoove them to grant credit cautiously 
if th ey exp e ct full p aym e nt.

Boaters Gripe Answered; 
Money Needed for Facilities 



By The Associated Press 

Idahoans responded to a Utah 
eomplslnt about boat "registration, 
fees Wednesday wltti declarations 
that the money Is needed to pro- 
vide facilities and clean up litter 
left by boaters. 

They added that the fees, col- 
lected by the counties for water- 
Tray Improvements, are lower 
than boat docking fees normally 
encountered in Utah. They said 
the law requiring the Idaho fees 
couldn't be changed before the 
1965 legislature meets. 

Ted Tuttle, boating supervisor 
for the Utah park and recreation 
commission, asked Utah Gov. 
George Cljde to take back vehicle 
concessions granted Idahoans last 
/all unless the Oem state - waives 
registration fees for Utah boat- 
ers. 

The dispute had some of the 
overtones of a conflict that arose 
last fall when southeast Idaho 
farmers closed their fields to 
Utah pheasant hunters In protest 
of auto and truck registration 
and license fees charged Idaho 
people In Utah. 

Utah granted concessions but 
Tuttle said In return Idaho was 
supposed to waive boat registra- 
tion fees for Utahns vacationing 

In Idaho. He hinted, Utah might 

charge Idaho boaters fees on 
Utah lakes. 

"Utah should be willing to con- 
tinue to pay the fees," said Lieut. 
Gov. William E. Drevlow, acting 
governor in the absence of Gov. 
Robert E. Bmylle. 

"The money Is spent for their 
benefit, docks and parking facil- 
ities. They should be happy as 
long as they are going to use 
these facilities that they are 
available. " 

He said the primary purpose of 
the county waterway law was 
to improve boating facilities. 
Utahns pay no more than Idaho 
boaters, he said, for boating .priv- 
ileges In Idaho. 

O eorge Denney, director of the 
motor vehicle division for the 
department of law enforcement, 
uld 8myUe had advised Tuttle 
that the 1865 legislature would 
be advised of the situation and 
might change the law 

He said virtually all waterways 
m Idaho are open to public use 
without charge. But the _sald 
most of them. In Utah are pri- 
mely controlled and a fee Is 
required for ramp and dock use.

Denney said the Utah fees are 
higher than the Idaho registra- 
tion-fees, which run as low as 
43.SO. 

The Utah fees are higher than 
the county waterway tax, he said 
which may be as low as S3. 60. 

Richard Tufts. Preston, secre 
tary of the Franklin county wa> 
terways committee, said the av- 
erage county tax paid by boaters 
Is (4- But he said docking fees 
In Utah run about $5 a season 

He said his county would op- 
pose repeal of the fee. Utah 
boaters outnumber Idahoans 3-1 
In Franklin county, he said. 

"Seventy-five per cent of the 
money we get Is turned right 
back and used In improving the 
waterways," said Tufts. "If we 
charged docking fees It would 
take half of It to collect It. It 
would probably cost the boater 
double. 

"We're not against reciprocity, 
he said, "but we believe the 
people who are using the boating 
should pay their way. It shouldn't 
be up to some other source." 

Tufts said -the county had put 
In picnic tables, 50 or 80 garbage 
cans, about 13 floating docks. 12 
to 14 toilets and Is presently 
levelling parking space for 300 
or 400 cars at Twin lakes, 
popular boating gpotr 



We want them to come and 
we dont want to tax them any 
higher," said Tufts. "The sad 
part la that the people buying 
the licenses are not opposed to 
it. We have talked to the boat 
owners. They say they are 
happy to pay It and get the 
Improvements." 

Tufts said most reservoirs In

(But sure to be aired in coming 
weeks and months is speculation 
on how many Industries have 
conspired to fix prices and also 
the question: What roles do busi- 
ness ethics or fear of prosecution 
play in fixing prices, or steering 
clear of fixing them? 

Federal antitrust suits In the 
electrical equipment, steel and 
other Industries seek to answer 
these Questions.

This theory was advaneed after 
prices failed to slide much In 
recent recessions In spite of sharp 
foll-offS In demand and therefore 
In production. The charge was 
that the giants were controlling 
supply to maintain prices. 

Another pcertwar charge was 
thnt the wage-price spiral was 
opposed by neither labor nor 
management, that wage demands 
weren't fought against Because 
companies could Just raise prices 
to meet them. The charge was 
complacency at the expense of 
the consumer, with his unsatis- 
fied urge to buy many gadgets. 

The theory In a democracy ls 
that prices are set by supply 
and demand. And if monopolies 
arc formed, antitrust laws are 
passed to break them up. and 
government policing protects the 
consumer. Then it's Just a ques- 
tion of -how big Is the demand for 
any product in relation to the 
supply- of It — prices going up 
when demand exceeds supply, 
and dipping when unsold supplies 
pile up. 

But In today's complex econ- 
omy, this law of supply and 
demand often has a hard time 
operating. 

Government controls often 
keep prices from responding to 
supply and demand. The U. 8. 
government used to set the price 
of sugar by raising or lowering 
the amount that .could be Im- 
ported, 

It now enters Into, or discusses. 
International Sfrreement-s that 
regulate the supply, sind there- 
fore the price, of such things as 
coffee. Un, and even gold. 

Management can argue that 
U the giants In any Industry 
lowered prices enough, all the 
little competitors would die. and 
you'd be right oack to monop- 
olies. 

And few, this side of the ScQjtrf 
Union, would like "flr see\ the 
government t«ke over ihe role 
of final arbiter of all- prices. s

Q. What are the rules concern- 
ing margin calls by brokers? 
When does a broker call on a 
customer for more collateral?

A. The rules on "margin calls" 
are stock exchange rules. The 
New York stock exchange rule 
on this is that a customer of a 
brokerage firm generally must 
maintain a margin of at least 35 
per cent of the value of securi- 
ties held In a margin account.

As a 
matter of, practice, the broker 
would probably call for more 
margin, long before the market 
value of the stock reaches that 
point. Just when a broker will 
issue such. a margin call depends 
on the policy of his Individual 
brokerage -firm. 

A broker might make margin 
calls by telephone, mall, tele- 
graph or any other way he can 
get In touch With his customers. 
There "ire no hard and fast rules 
on how he must do it.

April 0 W — Jim 
Urrrbrlcht. big right-handed re- 
lief pitcher for the Houston 
Colts, died Wednesday after bat- 
tling a rapidly spreading cancer 
for a month. 

Umbrlcht. 33, had made a re- 
markable comeback with a 4-3 
record with the Colts last sea- 
son despite having undergone 
cancer surgery lust a month be- 
fore the season started. 

He was one of the National 
league's leading relief pitchers 
the second half of the 1963 sea- 
son, pitching 70 innings in 35 
games and compiling a 2.61 
earned run average. 

Umbrloht was ln uniform on 
opening day last season al- 
though doctors were not certain 
the groin and leg surgery had 
done a complete Job or removing 
the cancerous growth. 

The disease began to appear ln 
the ohest area last December 
but TJmbrlcht and Colt officials 
kept the development a closely 
guarded secret. 

Umbrlcht meanwhile played 
golf regularly and Joked with 
such stars as Willie Mays and 
White y Ford at a Jan. 21 base 
ball dinner. He was honored six
